ROME—A _ 12,600-gallon illegal 
liquor distillery, found on Berry 
School’s property near Jones’ Bend 
Road, was destroyed early yester- 
day by Floyd County Sheriff D. 
G. Johnson and his deputies, Alex 
Lindsey and C. A. Archer. 

Described by Johnson as the 
largest whiskey still ever found in 
this section, its equipment consist- 
ed of 16 wooden vats of 750 gal- 
lons’ capacity each, and a brick 
furnace, which could produce over 
1,200 gallons in a single operation. 

Although some of the mash vats 
were filled, and the Sheriff said 
the still had been operated within 
the last week, no one was found 
by the officers when they arrived 
to raid the still. 

The entire apparatus was de 
stroyed and cooking utensils, food 
and a quantity of tools were con- 
fiscated. 

A carload of glass fruit jars also 
was destroyed and a quantity of 
copper equipment-found, the Sher- 
iff revealed. 

Sheriff Johnson declated that 
the raid followed more than a 
week's investigation.

Mr. Truman spoke at Pittsburgh 
and Des Moines. Both speeches

His two speeches were among 
hindreds which marked the holli- 
oay, set aside by Congress more 
than 50 years ago as a day of trib 
ite to the Nation: workers.

Pessimism has been the advance 
keynote. 

The consensus of expert opinion 
on both sides of the Atlantic is 
that drastic measures are neces- 
sary to cure Britain's chronic and 
now critical shortage of dollar 
earnings. 

But political as well as econamic 
facts of life are involved, and 
there is widespread doubt whether 
the conferees can agree on a plan 
that satisfies both requirements. 

secretary of the Treasury John 
Snyder and Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, who will represent 
the United States, go into the con- 
ference with clear forewarnings 
that Congress is in no mood for 
any new American loans to Brit 
ain. 

“Sir Stafford Cripps, Chancellor

Safety and School Children 


School bells ring in Georgia today. 


With schools once more in_ session 
throughout the State, motorists should re- 
member. that the presence of more chil- 
dren on the highwavs and streets calls for 
extra caution. 


The thinking driver will take school 
zones seriously and slow down. In a school 
zone 25 miles an hour can be too fast for 
safety. 


The Georgia law requires a complete 
stop for school buses which are loading 


or unloading passengers. It is lawful to 
proceed only when the bus is moving or 
when the driver signals that all is clear. 

The rule applies whether you are pass- 
ing a bus or meeting one. It applies to 
four-lane highways the same as it does to 
two-lane country roads. 

A good driver will slow down the sec- 
ond he sights the familiar orange color 
that means a school bus. He'll take it easy 
until the bus is safely out of sight. 

A really good driver will obey the law 
at all times.

Aside from believing the Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Bill unconstitutional, we 
distrust the philosophy behind it. 

If enacted into law, and that is highly 
unlikely at this session of Congress, the 
FEPC would make an employer liable to 
prosecution who refuses to hire a person 
because of “race, creed or color.” 

Its backers say this is an effort to pro- 
tect “minorities.”

Baptists, 
Episcopalians, Catholics, Jews, atheists, 
Negroes—all of us belong to some group 
or faith which could, under this phrase- 
ology, be construed as a “minority.” What 
is to happen to the poor employer who, 
approached by members of several such 
groups, gives one the job only to have the 
others hale him into court on the charge 


of discriminating against a minority” 

Further, we think the employer has 
an inalienable right to select his own em- 
ployees, even if he prefers Moslems or 
Buddhists. What happens to the employ- 
er's “civil’—as well as constitutional— 
rights when he is told by a Government 
bureau whom he must hire? 

The real danger of the FEPC, however, 
lies in the fact that rather than cementing 
relationships between all, making for a 
single, unified people, such laws as this 
would tend to aggravate differences which 
now are of small importance in our daily

Why Delay Color Television? 


WASHINGTON—I saw 
bers ot 


the Federal Communications Commission, 


color television for the first time the other day. 


Together with mem- 
the Senate and House Committee on Interstate 


and Foreign Commerce, and other Government officials, I witnessed the experimental tests of color 


television at the National Guard Armory in Wash ington. 


at Johns Hopkins Hospital] in Baltimore. 

Literally it was a sight to behold. The colors 
came through very clearly and distinctly. A 
young lady walked up and down the stairs at 
the hospital and waved a colored scarf. Sud- 
denly a steady blurred line appeared on the 
screen. After quick inquiry it was found that 
there were three electrical adding machines in 
the vicinity and their operations were causing the 
interference. When they were stopped, the 
blurred line disappeared. 

To see the contrast, two television sets were 
placed side-by-side-—one color and one black-and- 
white. Actually they two regular black- 
and-white sets with a color converter placed in 
front of one set. 


were 


The color television system that was 
viewed operates on the same black-and-white 
TV system we see today. That is where 
picture element by picture element, line by 
line, frame by frame is transmitted in rapid 
enough succession to present a complete pic- 
ture to the eye. It is much like drawing a 
picture with a pencil. The greater the num. 
ber of lines. the greater the detail and 
clarity of the sketch. Television is a sys- 
tem of broadcasting enough lines to make a 
picture. 


The color television we watched uses the 
same system of broadcasting lines, with some- 
thing new added. That “something new” is the 
use of a naturaj function of the human eye. Our 
eyes retain what we see for a split second after 
we have seen it. That is where the color con- 
verter box came in when it was placed in front 
of the orthodox television set. 

It contained a whirling color disk which ro- 
tated in harmony with the color disk of the 
broudcasting camera. The scene to be trans- 
mitted is picked up by a camera lens and fil- 
tered through rotating filter disks in such a way 
that, at first, only the red components of the 
seone are transmitted. That takes 1/150th of a 


These tests originated some 40 miles away 


second. Then the blues and greens are filtered, 
each for 1/150th of a second. 

Three 1/150ths of a second make one 1/50th 
of a second. Thus, in 1/50th of a second, a new 
color cycle is created. That allows human eyes 
to retain the various color lines that actually are 
broadcast separately, although they come so fast 
we see them al! together. 

The first use of color television has not been 


for amusement. It has been for a deadly seri 
ous purpose—as a revolutionary aid to teaching 
medicine and surgery. Further development is 
necessary before color television can _ Satisfac- 
torily be received in the home. 

When that times comes, and it is far ofi, the 
industry and the Federal Communications Com 
mission 1s faced with the problem of the impact 
of color television on the existing television ta 
cilities and sets They will have to be con 
verted at some expense or written oft as an 
tiquated. Some want to delay that. 

I dont. 1 have a somewhat greater interest 
in this subject since my executive assistant and 
I built the television set that | have in my office. 
Incidentally, it’s the only television set on Capi 
to] Hill, because the Hill has DC current and 
television sets are wired for AC. We converted 
my set to DC current. 


I hope color television and the use of the 
ultra high frequencies will be introduced 
commercially without delay. The greater 
the delay the greater the ultimate impact 
will be. For during the delay there will be 
just that many more noncolor, lower-fre- 
quency television sets made and sold and 
more broadcast facilities erected. 


That means many more sets and facilities 
will have been antiquated by. developments or 
they will require expensive new parts. 


It is another example of the sooner you face 
a problem the sooner you solve it before it 
grows too large.

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Why Welfare 
Pressure Grows 


I have here a “relief” case—a social case— 
a welfare case—a human problem. 
But first, I want to set up the background. 
If this “case,” this person, is to be on the stage, let’s give him the 
proper setting. 


Our cities have been “crowding up,” as we say, for a long 
time. Our Southern population, which was mostly agricultural, 
began to move with World War I. 


Astonishingly few persons realize what the boll weevil of 
1921-26 did to our economy. Fewer still realize that it hurried up 
the movement of people, white and colored, from farms to cities. 
It was the boll weevil, for example, which sent so many persons 
to Dee-troit and Akron, in the early ‘20's. 


The depression of the '30's slowed down this movement. It 
began again by 1936 and World War II stepped it up to its high- 


est tempo. 

Since 1940, for example, about 2,500,000 persons, 
Movement of whom a majority were Negroes, have left the 
South between 1940-48. Six Northern cities have gained a total 
of 1,000,000 Negroes, and thousands of white Southerners are scat- 
tered throughout the industrial cities of the nation. 


The movement goes on, slowed but slightly.

He hurt his foot and quit the mill 
to take a filling station job. These men, thrust into cities which 
demand skills, “tractored” off farms by machinery, always move 
from job to job, looking for “something better.” 


Rid By 1933, he was getting welfare aid. By this time there 
1 were five children. It was suggested to him that. since 
his earnings were low, birth-contro] measures might prevent 
further children. He was not interested. He turned more and 
more to “aid.” The depression was on. 


By 1940 the depression was over. Jobs were plentiful. In this 
time he had turned down chances to train for more skills. He had 
hecome more difficult to deal with. He couldn't hold jobs long. He 
wasn’t earning much more. By this time, too, he had seven chil- 


dren. 


“I can always get free treatment for my wife,” he said, when 
refusing further suggestions no more children be conceived. He 
somehow felt he was entitled to unregulated “help.” 


By 1948 he had nine children. He was in bad health. He had 
become a pest to four churches which operate relief funds. He 
told the most vicious stories about relief. He began to come to 
newspapers with sob stories about his predicament. He abused 
He was a liar and a bad actor. 


By 1949 he walked off and left the family. It 
is estimated that $3 per week per person is 
the absolute minimum to supply a sustaining diet. Nine children 
and two parents add up to 11 persons. That means $33 per week 
for food, or $132 a month for food alone. An unskilled man can't 
do it with as few as two children. 


What the people—who don’t understand about taxes and relief 
—must understand is that we are in the midst of a revolutionary 
transition period in the nation, but more particularly so in the 
South. We are going to get more and more of these persons 
in our cities. The load of them already is about to swamp our 
agencies. By and large, the agencies do a very wonderful job. 


It costs about $35 per month per child for a county or State 
to take them over. Aid to families which are defeated, which 
can't possibly make it, is large. 

What I want to hammer home is that the problem is growing 
worse and the methods we use are not touching the origins of the 
problem. 

We are not going to stop Government spending or welfare pres- 


sure until we do just that: go to the origins—find some way to 
fit an increasing industrial society’s problems into what we have.

Cotton 


Editor Constitution: Certainly, we should ex- 
pand our livestock industry. We should grow 
more livestock of all kinds and produce more 
livestock products. This, however, does not 
necessitate pushing cotton backward or in any 
way retarding its production. Cotton is still our 
No. 1 cash crop. No other single crop or farm 
commodity equals cotton as a source of new 
wealth, as a basis for industries, or in providing 
employment for our people. No other crop com- 
pares with cotton in that it produces raiment and 
food for human beings, feed for livestock and 
material for multitudinous industrial uses. 

It is true that we have relatively poor recoras 
in our per acre yields of cotton. Prospects. tor 
this year’s crop are indeed disappointing. We 
should, therefore, encourage fhetter practices in 
order that these vecords mish. be improved. it 
has been stated on good authority that with the 
application of the information available, und the 
best known practices in connection with the pro- 
duction of the crop, our yields could easily be 
doubled. This would mean more than doubling 
the net profits to the grower. 

For the third successive year the Georgia 
Agricultural Extension Service is conducting a 
five-acre cotton production contest, sponsored by 
the Georgia Cottonseed Crushers Association and 
supported by the Farm Bureau, civic clubs and 
business interests throughout the State. Much 
has already been accomplished through the influ- ~ 
ence of this contest, but we have only begun, 
Our cotton situation ts a challenge to.all Geor- 
gians to support and push forward a sound pto- 
gram—in which there is a proper balance of cot- 
ton, livestock, food, foed and other cash crops.

came to Atlanta several weeks ago, 
South created considerable comment. 
“The Next Voter’ upon 


their return to the Brooks School at Andover, Mass. 


In our editorial discussions last year, as well 
as in our ever-increasing correspondence, one sub- 
ject occurred more an oe and more passion- 
ately than any other. This was not Russia; it was 
our own South. What was the truth about race 
relations in the South? What kind of men were 
the “Byrds” about whom President Truman com- 
plained so bitterly? 
Dixiecrats and the Trumanites beyond repair? 

We felt that the only way to find the answer 
to questions like these was to ask the people con- 


cerned what they really thought and to see the 
South with our own eyes. We gave up our orig- 


inal plans for the Summer and decided to make a 
political study tour. We got hold of an old Ford 


and left the day our vacation started. We have 


been away for six weeks and have covered some 
4,000 miles. 

Every single Governor received us and talked 
to us about the problems of his State. Mayors of 
almost every town we passed spoke to us frankly 
and at length. We visited farms and industries, 
invaded private homes in towns and in the coun- 
try, spoke to laborers and editors, to priests and 
waiters. We had meals at big mansions and we 
stayed in filthy slums. We spoke to men and 
women, rich and poor, young and old, black and 
white. “We talked, talked and talked’ 


The racial relationship An the South is 
quite different from what we were led to 
expect. We thought we might find some kind 
of racial persecution and real misery among 
the Negroes. We'can truthfully say that the 
Negroes we have seen and spoken to seemed, 
almost witfiout exception, happy and that on 
the whele the relationship between black and 
white in the South was more friendly, more 
co-operative, more understanding and more 
constructive than many relationships be- 
tween, say, white management and white 
labor in the North. 


For this there are, probably, a.number of rea- 
sons. First, the Southern Negro seems happy by 
nature. Therefore his contentment is not neces- 
sarily a sign that conditions—especially economic 
and educational ones—are what they ought to be. 

everybody agreed that enormous prog: 
ress had been made in recent decades. The 
Negroes are the first to appreciate and to ac- 
knowledge this. As one of the colored university 
professors said to us: “We are in a healthy and 
constructive process of evolution.” 

While educational! facilities in particular are 
by no means what they should be and, let us hope, 
ultimately Will be, there can be no doubt that an 
educational! evolution is in progress in the South. 
The mere fact that at Fisk University colored and 
white students ‘study, work, live and eat together 
is an indication of the direction in which the 
South is moving. 

Whether this is due to‘the political wisdom 
and the human initiative of the Southerners or to 
the “permanent pressure from the North”—a fre- 
quent and not altogether popular phrase in the 
South—is debatable. It is probably a combina- 
tion of both. The Southerner claims that the 
Northerner’s interference is merely harmful; the 
Northerner is convinced that without his perma- 
nent pressure nothing whatever would be done. 

We did not come across one single Southerner 
who objected to all the provisions of President 
Truman’s civil rights program. The poll tax is 
already in the process of being abolished by the 
individual states. Lynching is extremely rare 
(but widely advertised whenever it occurs) and 
not really an acute problem. As for the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission, most Southerners 
told us it was something to be aimed at but that 
it could not possibly be achieved by Federal! leg- 
islation. 

And, strangely enough, while the Negroes 
themselves are anxious to have full economic and 
educational equality (but much less anxious than 


Was the split between the 


some of their white Northern friends) they would 
certainly not welcome the abolition of racial seg- 
regation. This fact constituted, perlfaps, our 
greatest surprise. - 

Over and over again, Negroes said to us that 
they are proud of their race, that they would like 
to keep their race apart, and that while there 
should be human and other equality, while there 


should be the friendliest co-operation, they them- 


selves would like to see the continuation of seg- 
regation. 


The real objection made by Southerners to 
the President’s proposals is that some are not 
realizable, owing to local conditions and tra- 
ditions, and that others are already being 
translated into practice by the states them- 
selves. It seemed to us that the real quarrel 
between the Trumanites and the Dixiecrats 
was not a human or an ethical one concern- 
ing the status of the Negro, but a constitu- 
tional one. 


The Southerner resents any encroachment 


upon the powers of the individual states and fears 
that an increase in the power of the Federal Gov- 


ernment would mean unavoidably the end of real 


democratic government and the establishment of a 
dictatorial machine. Rightly or wrongly, he feels 


that this constitutional struggle is being fought 
over civil rights in order to confuse the real issue 
and catch votes. 

There are two other points which impressed 
us considerably. 


about the differences between North and South. 


One might gain the impression that either the 


Civil War is not yet over or that there exists a 


fundamental cleavage within the nation. 


True, there are many differences of opinion, 
approach and practice. But divergence and dis- 


agreement are the basis of every democratic gov- 


ernment. If one comes down to fundamentals 


such as a political philosophy, ethical values and 
human beliefs, then there is no difference be 
tween the South and the rest of the country. The 


Southerner seemed to us as God-fearing and fight- 
ing a Democrat as any one can be. 


The last point we wish to raise may seem 
altogether too personal. The fact remains that 
we learned more political science in six weeks 
than we could have done in three years of book 
study. And in the process we had a wonderful 
vacation, what with the beauty of the country, 
Southern food, and the friendly hospitality we 
found everywhere we went. 


And yet, throughout our trip, we did not 
meet one single other group of students from 
the East, the North or the West. We feel cer- 
tain that if we had gone to France or Italy, 
to England or to Scandinavia, we could not 
have moved a mile without meeting Ameri- 
can students. 


There is, no doubt, an immense value in inter- 
national travel, but is it not as important or even 
more important to get to know our own country 
first? We had to revise or to reverse most, if 
not all, of our preconceived ideas about the South. 
We felt throughout our trip that most Southern- 
ers our age have equally erroneous ideas about 
the parts of the country we know: Boston, Chi- 
cago, New York. 


We return with the strong feeling that some 
plan should be started to make it possible for 
young people of the various parts of the United 
States to get to know each other and to get to 
know each other’s part of the country. At the

Of Treatment at Hospital 48

The boy sobbed uncontrollably as he was wheeled into 


the scrubbed antiseptic hospital. 


He looked around him, 


grasping for understanding, unable yet to comprehend the 
full force of his tragedy—falteringly aware that all he 
had lived for was gone, and there was no longer any 
reality except the searing actuality of pain. 


The boy had TB. 

One night he went to bed with 
the confidence that is part of se- 
curity and hope. Before dawn 
he had a hemorrhage. 

What happened after that is 


| the story of Hospital 48. 


This TB hospital for veterans 
must do more than cure the pa- 
tient. 

It suckles a new life and 
nurses the first uncertain steps 
of faltering immaturity in an ex- 
istence cenceived in disease. 


Hospital 48 must help the pa- 
tient find a new life center. It 
must teach adjustment to pain, 
to rest, and must foster the steps 
toward a new life marked by 
different health habits, usually a 
new vocation and necessarily a 
fresh outlook on life. 


Through surgery and relaxa- 
tion, professional medicine wres- 
tles with TB, coaching it 
through the seven stages that 
lead to health. 

Yet through it all the towering 
needs of heart and the mind 
must be satisfied. 

Before the healing body 
reaches*the fourth stage, the 
good-natured women in Occu- 
pational Therapy, headed by 


| Miss Jean E. McPhaul, must in- 


geniously satisfy the natural zeal 


for work in ways that are quiet 
and bright. 

Tools for leatherwork, stencil- 
ing, knitting, copper tooling, che- 
nille animals, etc., are rolled in 
colorful carts to the wards 
where patients seize on these 
gay, whimsical implements as 
keys to the miraculous exhilara- 
tion of doing something. 

The need for laughter is satis- 
fied, too, under the direction of 
Recreation Chief Mrs. Gertrude 
Graham. 

Hobbies from African Violets 
to guppies, entertaining magi- 
cians and hillbillies and monthly 
square dances by a local Legion 
post and its auxiliary all fall into 
the colorful realm of Mrs. 
Graham's department. 


The personal problems that 
stab the disillusioned heart and 
balk the progress of health is the 
provocative province of Mrs. 
Gertrude S. Dodgen, Social Serv- 
ice Chief. 


She, and the women who 
work with her as interviewers, 
must alleviate the initial shock 
of TB, relieve the problems, both 
financial, and domestic, of the 
patient while he is in the hos- 
pital and prepare the communi- 
ty to accept the cured man when 
he steps into the world outside.

More College Students 
Seek Part-Time Employment 


A growing percentage of America’s 2,000,000 college 
undergraduates are taking part-time jobs, according to a 
survey reported by Nancy Garoutte in the September issue 


of Mademoiselle magazine. 


Immediate needs are not the 
only incentive, according to 
Miss Garoutte, students are 
looking for jobs “with an eye 
to pre-professional training, 
thinking of what they will be 
able to write in the blank 
marked Experience on future 
job applications.” 

Indications are that employers 
are demanding this kind of pre- 
professional experience. A _ sur- 
vey taken by the student place- 
ment office of one large univer- 
sity shows that more and more 
employment interviews include 
questions like: What percentage 
of college expenses did you 
earn? How did you spend your 
vacations while in school? What 
was your source of spending 
money? How old were you when 
you became self-supporting? 

The nation’s largest percent- 
age of self-helping college stu- 
dents are at Hunter, Brooklyn. 
Queens and City Colleges, in 
New York City, where 65 per- 
cent of the total student body do 
some self-help work during the 
academic year. 

“Forty percent earn enough 


to pay for their few non-tuition 
fees, the

assistance to their families. 
“At the other end of the scale, 


in most Eastern Women’s col- . 


leges, where pay rates are low 
and opportunities more limited, 
it’s possible for a student to 
earn only a comparatively small 
share of the over-all cost of her 
education.”
